Declares Secretary of War le Losing

Declares Secretary of War le Losing 
Ground in Ohio and Denies Some 
of His Claims. 

{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

CINCINNATY (O.) Aug. 20.—[{Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.] Senator Foraker gave 
today an interview, in which he an- 
swered portions of Secretary Taft's 
Columbus speech and stated the point 
of his controversy with the Federal ad- 
ministration. 

Senator Foraker will reply to Secre- 
tary Taft in full in a speech to be 
delivered at Georgetown, O., tomorrow. 
In his interview, Senator Foraker 
says: 

That Secretary Taft is losing ground 
in Ohio, although if nominated, all Re- 
publicans will support him. 

That his (Foraker's) controversy with 
the President is over the question 
whether a public servant shall do his 
own thinking. 

That if Secretary Taft is correct in 
saying that there are evils in the tar- 
iff they dught to be removed at once, 
without waiting eighteen months. 

That the Secretary is wrong in say- 
ing that any great body of Republil- 
cans desire the tariff revised, either 
now or eighteen months hence. 

That the rate bill, instead of strength- 
ening the Wilkins bill, weakens it.

THE TRUE DOCTRINE. 

The true doctrine to preach to this 
nation, as to the Individuals compos- 
ing this nation, is not the life of ease, 
but the life of effort. it it were in 
my power to promise the people of 
this land anything, I would not prom- 
ise them pleasure. I would promise 
them that stern happiness Which 


comes from the sense of having done 


in practical fashion a difficult work 
which was worth doing. 

The Puritan owed his extraordinary 
success in subduing this continent and 
making it the foundation for a social 
life of ordered liberty primarily to 
the fact that he combined in a very 
remarkable degree both tae wer of 
individual initiative, of individual self- 
help, and the power of acting in com- 
bination with his fellows; and that 
furthermore he joined to a high heart 
thet shrewd common sense which 


Was stout-hearted and hard- 
headed. He had lofty purposes, but 
he. had practical good sense, too. He 
could hold his own in the rough work- 
aday world without clamorous tnsist- 
ence upon being helped by others, and 
yet he could combine with others 
whenever it became necessary to do a 
job which could not be as well done 
by any one man indivifually. 

These were the quali which en- 
abled him to do his work, and they 
are the very qualities which we must 
show in doing our work today. There 
is no use in our coming here to pay 
homage to the men who founded this 
nation unless we firet of all come in 
the spirit of trying to do our work to- 
day as they did their work in the 
yesterdays that have vanished. The 
problems shift from generation to gen- 
eration. but the spirit in which they 
must be approached, if they are to be 
successfully solved, remains ever the 


same. 

The Puritan tamed the wilderness. 
and built up a free government on the 
stump-dotted clearings amid the 
primeval forest. His descendants must 
try to shape the life of our complex 


state commerce, and such a conce 
must not be all . by a dexterou 
shifting ef position, as has 
often the in the past, to escape 
responsibility either to 
tate or nation. 

The American people became armly 
convinced at the need of control over 
these great aggregations of capita). 
9 where they had a monopolis- 

tendency, before they became quite 
clear as to the proper way of achiev- 
ing the control. Through their repre- 
sentatives in Congress they tried two 


remediés, which were to a large de- 


gree, at least as interpreted by the 
courts, contradictory. On the one 
hand, under the anti-trust law, the ef- 
fort wae made to prohibit all combi- 
nation, whether it was or was not 
hurtful or beneficial to the public. On 
the other hand, through the interstate 
commerce law, a beginni was made 
in exercising such superv n and con- 
trol over combinations as to prevent 
their doing anything harmful to the 
ie. 


The first law, the so-called Sher- 
man law, has filled a useful place, for 
it bridges over the transition period 
until the American people shall defi- 
nitely make up its mind that it will 
exercise over the great corporations 
that 2 und radical con- 
trol which it is certain ultimately to 
find necessary. The principle of the 
Sherman law so far as it prohibits 
combination which whether because of 
their extent or of their character, are 
harmful to the public must always 
be preserved. 

Vitimately, and I hope with rea- 
sonable speed, the national government 
must pass laws which, while increas- 
ing the supervisory and regulatory 
power of the government, also permits 
such useful combinations as are made 
with absolute openness and as the rep- 
resentatives of the Ar may 
previously approve. ut it will not be 
possible to permit such combinations 
save as the second stage in a course of 
proceedings of which the first stage 
must be the exercise of a far more 
complete contfol by the national gov- 
ernment.

of the business community for doing 
what the business community has un- 
happily grown to recognize as well- 
nigh normal in business. Moreover, 
under the necessary technicalities of 
criminal proceedings, often the only 
man who can be reached criminally 
will be some subordinate who is not 
the real guilty party at all. 
ADMINISTRATION'S POLICY. 


Many men of large wealth have 
been guilty of conduct which from the 
moral standpoint is criminal, and 
their misdeeds are to a peculiar de- 
gree ble, because those com- 
mitting them have no excuse of want, 
of poverty, of weakness and ignorance 
to offer as partial atonement. When, 


which can be proved so as to impress 
a judge and jury, then the department 
will strain every nerve to reach them 
criminally. Where this is impossible, 
then it will take whatever action will 
be most effective under the actual con- 
ditions.

During the present trouble with the 
stock market, I, of course, received 
countiess requests and suggestions that 
I should do something to ease the situ- 
ation.

their evil doings. 

That they have mislead’ many 
people into believing there should be 
such a reversal is possible. If so, I 
am sorry, but it will not alter my at- 
titude. 

Once for all, let me say, so far ag I 
am concerned, for the eighteen months 
of my administration that remain, 
there will be no changes in the policy 
we have steadily 8 nor any let - 
up in the effart secure honest ob- 
servance of the law.

Sutton, a Los Angeles operator, who 
were sent to Ash Fork several days 
ago to assist him in keeping up the 
office, Creegan hastily prepared for the 
danger with which he was threatened. 
The doors and windows of the sta- 
tion, a one-story frame building, forty 
feet wide and * feet long, were 
closed and locked. The doors were 
barricaded, and the three operators 
loaded their pistols and Winchesters. 

As night came on, groups of men 
began gathering in the neighborhood 
of the station. Some of them lounged 
against the walis of the Harvey eat- 
ing-house, ‘ust across the tracks. Oth- 
ers sauntered up and down the depot 
platform or gathered in little knots of 
three or four around the Santa Fé 
telegraph office. Their number grew 
steadily, and by 8 o'clock Mr. Creegan 
estimated there were between thirty 
and forty men in the neighborhood 
his office.

Then we 
got help to him and, it appears, just 
in time. Had he been by himself last 
night. his life might have been the 
forfeit. Undoubtedly the men who at- 
tacked the office were strikers and their 
sympathizers. Probably they were re- 
cruited from many small offices in 
Arizona where the men are on strike.
